this letter from Dr. Levin to Dr. Nims, two of Bread Loaf's learned best.

Going through the trunks left here by the former owners, I found an old manu- 
script that may bear some relation to your brilliantly perceptive reading of Joe E. 
Skilmer's Thereses It looks as if it must be a substruct of the notorious Trees,

but it bears distinct indications of a sexual rivalry between Thoreau and Emerson 
(note the echo of Walden in Thoreau's now-bitter decision to call a pond not "earth's 
eye," but "earth's weed-flow," and the bitter declaration in the penultimate line 
that Emerson, like all Transcendental philosophy, was made in Germany {and perhaps 
that Poe's verse was also borrowed thence/). 








I haven't yet been able to identify Dinty Muttly, Lorraine, or Luke, but Lister 
Levy was well-known as the only Jewish Transcendentalist, and he did have a beautiful 
sister named Lorraine, Ray Roué was a Concord lout, a distant cousin of the Tho- 
reaus, and Henry is obviously suggesting here that he, too, might as well have at 
Leah, and that even so low a creature as Ray would be stooping to pay her any at- 
tention. Esther Robbins was the dark heroine of a well-known romance of the 1840's, 
and it is widely believed that Hawthorne modeled Hester Prynee on here She had dyed 
her hair blonde, and that is why Thoreau insisted on the borrowing of an inner hair. 
Although the Bread Loaf library has no information on Owen Lee Guard, the broad pro- 
nunciation of his surname suggests that Thoreau might have known him at Harvard. 


All this seems to throw Skilmer's authorship into doubt, but I do admit that the 
copy I have found must not be the original, It isn't sufficiently yellow, and it's 
typewritten. I hate to disppoint you, but I hasten to console you with the accuracy 
of some of your lines, Clearly, moreover, it was your method that opened the door 
to help us solve this mystery.

One Man's Interpretation: 

Even a cursory reading will indicate to the perspicacious scholiast the nu- 
merical motif present in A Man for All Seasons. Henry VIII, Richard Rich, Thomas 
More all suggest a delicate division of digits, a warp of idealistic presentation 
bound by the woof of subtle, numerical suggestion. Or, to change the metaphor, the 
dialogue relating the various characters is like a particle in cataphoresis, each 
numerical hint a charge, negating or affirming a statement. 

To remove our exegesis from the nirvana of theory, let us examine and count. 

A word tally for Henry's and More's parts in A Man for All Seasons will show that 
together, 32, 768 words are spoken (barring prompts, stage directions, asides, vul- 
garities from the audience, etcetera). Before you say "big deal," bear in mind that 
32, 768 is eight to the fifth power, that is, Henry had five wives after Catherine, 
the never seen chit who is chucked by the Chief. Further, Henry's part contains 

h, 096 words, eight times fewer than the number in More's part. We all know that 
More is a more important character than Henry, but Bolt belts the reader like a bolt 
from the blue, and unenigmatically and unequivocally states that More is eight times 
more important than Henry, 

We could continue with more examples; one will notice that as tone level rises, 
the verbosity of the soeaker will increase, suggesting a direct,algorismic relation- 
ship between words and feelings. 
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The Common Man-Elliot Fenander Mr, Fenander, co-editor, actor (Myrtle Mae Sim- 
mons in Harvey), and teacher plays an uncommonly good common man. 


Sir Thomas More-Robert Ringer Mr. Ringer has handled such challenging parts as 
Othello {in the play by that same name) and "monologue" in Chekov's Harmfulness of 


Tobacco. He has also directed, winning the Maine Drama Festival for two consecutive 
years.
